"commercial concessions granted in respect of any 
part of Palestine prior to the adoption of the 
Resolution by the General Assembly shall continue to 
be valid according to their terms, unless modified 
by agreement between the concession holder and the 
State." 
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"The State" in this context means either the Arab or the 
Jewish State which it is proposed to establish in = 
Palestine. In the case of concessions covering the wholek 
country, a modification negotiated with one State would of 
course not apply in the territory of the other.

Such participation would prove to be of inestimable 
value to Great Britain and to the British Colonial Development, 
which will, in particular, need large supplies of potash 
fertilisers hitherto mainly supplied from Germany, but, now 
no longer available from that source, 


To meet these needs, a Potash Mining Industry must, 
sooner or later, be establishe ransjordan, 
as,for technical reasons, the present Dead Sea Salts Industry 
which is based upon the evaporation of surface brine, cannot 
possibly furnish more than a fraction of the potash fertiliser 
requirements of the proposed agricultural developments. 
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As a matter of fact, the annual autput of potash 
fertilisers from the Dead Sea Salts Industry is only 
about 100,000 tons of 80 % pure potassium chloride( i.e. 
50,000 tons of potash K,0), whereas the world's consumption 
was at least 2,800,000 fons of potash,K,0,per annum just 
before the Second World War. 


Furthermore, the serious deficiency of supplies of 
German Potash Fertilisers for sale in the world's markets 
cannot be met by the sum total of the possible exports from 
the other(smaller) European Potash Mining Industries which 
were members of the German-controlled European Potash Cartel. 
The deposits in these mines are considerably smaller than 
those in Germany. Incidentally, the Dead Sea Salts Industry, 
which was launched in 1930,became a member of the said cartel 
and its output, sales and markets would therefore come under 
German influence.

3e It may interest you to know that the solar evaporation 
of Dead Sea Brine had been included in my proposals placed 
before the British Government in 1918 merely as a temporary 
expedient to obtain potash fertilisers in a relatively small 
quantcity( i.e. up to 50,000 tons of potash,K,O,;Aajuntil a 
Palestine Potash Mining Industry could be established as a sure 
means of breaking the stranglehold of the German Potash Monopoly. 
My matin objective was to drill for Oil and for Potash-bearing 
strata in certain localities,to begin with, where there was 
the probability of finding oil in quantity at from 1500 feet 
to 3,000 feet below ground, and beds of potash minerals at 
depths of 700 feet or less below ground, 
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The Government was then prepared to render very 
considerable assistance to the undertaking, and called upon 
my associates to send a commission of experts to report 
in situ. But, for political reasons, our commission was 
not allowed to proceed to Palestine, and the matter was 
held up until Peace with Turkey was signed. 


In the meantime, and thereafter, various International 
interests which did not want these resources? eveloped while 
these countries were under British control, saw to it that 
their extent and potential value should be belittled; that 
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"officialtattention should be focussed merely upon the Dead 
Sea Brine; and that, for one reason or another, test-drilling 
for the oil and potash deposits, known to exist at depth, 
should be continuously delayed. 


In consequence, an "official" attitude was adopted, 
and has since been maintained, to the effect that the existence 
of any such deposits of oil and potash minerals was probleme 
atical, and that their development must be left to private 
enterprise - which, incidentally, could easily be blocked 
or diverted from its aims by powerful Vested Interests. 


(i) The opposition of Vested Oil Interests to drilling 
in Palestine. 


During the course of my investigation of the position, 
I learned that .some of the Major Oil Groups, now associated 
together in the Iraq Petroleum Company(the I.P.C.), had, formerly, 
vied with each other for possession of the Palestine oilfield. 
The reports of their technical experts, who had explored or 
prospected in situ under Ottoman Permis de Recherche held by 
Arab Notables, were highly favourable. 


But, when the Mosul Oilfields became available for 
exploitation after the end of the First World War, these Groups, 
under the te their forthcoming participation in the 
Iraq Petroleée : eed to withdraw from the Palestine oilfield. 
Peon Thereafter, these Oil Interests did their utmost 
to discourage all interest in the Palestine oilfield, To this 
end they denied the existence of oil in the country, and even 
issued statements negativing the findings of their own technical 
experts who had found oil in pacyable quantity, and, in so doing, 
had pierced through beds of potash minerals. 


In December,1932, following the cancellation of the 
D'Arcy Oil Concessions in Persia, the then Colonial Secretary 
directed me to apply for the necessary permits to explore for 
and develop the oil and mineral resources of Palestine and Trans- 
jordan. In 1934, when, at the request of the Government, I had 
gone to Jerusalem and to Amman to complete the formalities 
prior to my associates commencing exploration and test-drilling 
operations that autumn, the said Oil Groups persuaded His 
Majesty's Government to veto any Adit do ahaa until fresh 
oil-mining legislation was enacted. /In particular, I was 
officially informed that the Standard Oil Company had objected 
to my proposed exploration of the Kornub region because of what 
was known/to egwist there at depth toy “then and by me. However, 
as Lord Plumea, a former High Commissioner, had reported to the 
Colonial Office that they had asked for permission to transfer 
the rights under the pre-war Permis de Recherche back to the 
original Arab holders, and that permission to do so had been 
granted, the Standard Oil Company's objectionzto our proposed 
operations was invalid. 4 lp Bef 


“After a delay of some four years, a new Oil-—Mining 
Ordinance was enacted in Palestine in the autumn of 1938. By 
its terms, the Iraq Petroleum Company was given virtual 
control of the development of the Palestine oilfield no 
matter who might hold prospecting licences in that country. 


Shortly before the outbreak of War in 1939, the Iraq 
Petroleum Company obtained oil-prospecting licences over the 
greater part of Palestine. In this way, it secured a footing in 
the Palestine oilfield irrespective of the outcome of the coming 
War. But, although, on account of the precarious oil-position 
of the Allies, costly "wild-cat"drilling for oil took place in all 
parts of the worldZ apparently no effort was made to procure 
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oil. in Palestine where technical experts had long known of 
its existence and called for its exploitation. 


(ii) German opposition to the disclosure of the beds of 
potash fertiliser mineralsvin Palestine. 


From official,technical and other sources, I also : 
learned that one of the said Oil Groups,(which, later,became openly 
associated with German Chemical Interests in the American T.G. 
Chemical Corporation,and with whom they had been co-operating 
for some years) had informed Germany of the location of the 
beds of potash minerals which had been pierced during the 


drilling for oil. 


The said region was one of the areas which had been 
earmarked by me from 1918 onwards as suitable for drilling, 
and with every progpect of disclosing subterranean deposits 
of potash minerals as well as of oil. My estimate of the 
probable depths of these strata was almost identical with 
the said disclosures to Germany, and subsequently referred to 
in the German Technical Press. 


This information was of great value to Germany as she 
had long known of the ewistence of these mineral resources. She 
considered,however, that while Palestine and Transjordan were 
under Turkish rule, there was little danger of the establishment 
of a potash industry in these lands which might prove a rival 


to the German industry . Germany had good cause to fear the 
mining of potash deposits which she did not directly or indirectly 


control. But, for technical reasons, she knew that a potash 
industry based upon the evaporation of a surface brine would 
not affect her markets and chemical monopolies. 
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As German influence was active in Turkey, the concession 
which was granted by the Ottoman Government in 1913 for 
the extraction of bromine, potash and other salts from 
Dead Sea Brine, debarred the concessionaires from exploiting 
the mineralised deposits in the vicinity. 


When Palestine came under British Administration, and 
my proposals for the establishment of a Palestine Potash Mining 
Industry came under consideration, Germany exerted her influence 
through the medium of its cartel partnerships with American, 
British and German oil, chemical and other interests, to 
block the establishment of an industry in Palestine for the 
Mining of Potash and other minerals. 
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As a result of these influences, the British Government, 
in due course, granted a concession merely for the extraction 
of potash and other salts from the waters of the Dead Sea, 
and, as in the case of the Pre-War Turkish Dead Sea Concess- 
ion, the concessionaires could not drill for the subterran- 
ean deposits of potash minerals and of oil, etc. 
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to enter into agreements with the German Potash Syndicate as 
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regards output, prices, markets, etc. Its output is still 
only about two per cent of the world's consumption 


4. During the Second World War, I strongly urged His 
Majesty's Government to exercise its authority under the 
Emergency Powers Act to order the development of the oil and 
potash mineral resources of Palestine to meet the shortage 
of supply of these vitally essential substances. 


The matter was taken up by certain Members of Vos House 
of 
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of Commons. In due course, the then Minister of Petroleum called 
a conference on the subject of the Palestine oilfield at which 

I was present. An official spokesman denied the existence of 
Oil in Palestine.

Oil Groups referred to under Section 3, and those of other 
experts. A summary of these findings was set out in a 
memorandum at the request of the Minister of Petroleum. 


The Minister of Petroleum was subsequently furnished 
with an “official” summary of a report alleging that the 
Standard Oil Company's experts,who had reported favourably on 
the Palestine oilfield, had been entirely mistaken in their 


views, and, in particular, that 


" The entire Kornub structure is unqualifiedly 
condemned as having no oil possibilities " 


In consequence, he felt unable to proceed further with the 
matter, and the Palestine oilfield therefore continued to 


remain fallow. 
5, From time to time, Directors of the Iraq Petroleum Company 

and its associated Groups have led Members of Parliament, and 

other responsible persons interested in these matters, to under- 

stand that oil does not exist in useful quantity in Palestine. 


Yet, they have admitted privately to some of my associates that

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the I.P.G. did not want it developed. 
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‘However, now that the British are about to withdraw 
from Palestine, the Iraq Petroleum Company, in which Standard 
is a participating Group, are proposing to drill infthe very

The drilling for oil in the Kornub Aregion,and in 
other localities covered by the mineral rights to which I am 
entitled,will disclose not only oil but also the beds of potash 
and other mineralised salts which must be mined to provide the 
world with the fertilisers and other chemicals which are no 
longer available from disrupted Germany. 


It is vitally important that Great Britain should 
share in this development lest the British Commonwealth of 
Nations.and other peoples, be crippled by the formation of alien- 
controlled chemical monopolies such as Germany secured by the 


development of the Stassfurt deposits. ; 
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This can be achieved if His Majesty's Government 


makes use of the rights to which | ar entitled, and which 
cover the Kornub and other promising localities included in the 
8,500 square kilometres of land indicated in the sketch map 


which I have already sent to you.

RESOLUTION 


Whereas the Congress of the United States (in Public Resolu- 
tion 73, Sixty-seventh Congress, second session, and 8. Con. 
Res. 44, Seventy-ninth Congress} has favored assistance for 
the rebuilding of Palestine under the terms of the League 


of Nations Mandate; and 


Whereas the United Nations have formally adopted a resolution 
which recognizes the rights of the Hebrew people to sov- 
erelgnty in Palestine and have called upon the British Gov- 
ernment to evacuate a seaport in an appropriate area of 
Palestine not later than February J, 1948, in order to 


facilitate the free entry of Hebrews into Palestine; and 


Whereas some two hundred and fiftv thousand Hebrews now 
find themselves in the Alhed zones of occupation in Germany, 
Austria, and Italy living under deplorable conditions, and 


considerations of humanity and justice dictate that these 
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survivors of Nazi brutality, who lost six million of their kin, 


should be assisted to resume a new and dignified life; and 


Whereas immediately after VE-day the United States Army 


repatriated seven million European displaced persons to 


their countries of origin; and 


Whereas the United Nations decision on Palestine now makes 
it possible to resettle all the Hebrew displaced persons to

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Dear Sir and Brother: 


I am addressing this letter to you as a Labor Leader who is responsible 
for the government of Great Britain. Your conduct of the affairs of 
this government is a matter of deep concern not only to the British 
people but to all men and women throughout the world who are committed 
to the cause of socialism and democracy. We in the labor movement of 
America have always felt very close to British Labor and have been 
accustomed to look to it for inspiration and guidance. We were naturally 
elated when Labor swept the last general elections and took control of 
the government. We were convinced that Lebor in power would at last 
show the world the democratic way out of the desperate blind-alley of 
capitalism, imperialism and totalitarianism. Britain, which had alreedy 
led the world in the establishment of personal freedom and parliamentary 
government, would now demonstrate that Labor socialism meant the fulfil- 
ment of the best aspirations of mankind in the establishment of a just 
and humane social order. A new spirit of far-sighted humanity and 
justice, we particularly hoped, would be brought into British foreign 
policy. It is with deep regret that we have to confess that in one 
respect at least - in the British treatment of the Jews in Palestine - 


we have been cruelly disappointed. 
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It is, of course, no secret to you that we have sharply disagreed with 
you in your Palestinian policy in recent times, and I do not intend to 
rehearse our criticism or engage in political argument. I want to appeal 
to you as an American labor man addressing his British colleagues on a 
level beyond politics or political controversy. You know as well as we 
do what has been the fate of the Jews in the past two decades. In Europe, 
the rise and triumph of the Nazi movement meant the launching of a 
deliberate, carefully planned program to enslave, torture and exterminate 
the millions of Jews on the Continent. This dreadful crusade was
